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POL  AUTHORIZATION: 

Title  2,  Ch.  15,  part  18        Statutes  establishing  the  Department  Commerce  and  boards 

attached  to  the  Department  of  Commerce,  Professional  and 
Occupational  Licensing  Division.

PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES: 

The  mission  of  the  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing  Division  is  to  safeguard  the 
public  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  protect  the 
public  from  being  misled  by  unscrupulous,  incompetent  and  unauthorized  persons.  The 
boards/programs  protect  the  public  from  unprofessional  conduct  by  licensees  and  help 
assure  the  availability  of  the  highest  quality  services  of  those  licensed  and  ensure 
qualifications  for  entry  into  a  profession  or  occupation,  monitor  practices  of  those  licensed 
and  combat  unlicensed  practice. 

PROGRAM  GOALS  AND  DESCRIPTION: 

The  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing  Division  provides  all  professional,  technical, 
administrative,  legal  and  clerical  services  required  by  the  boards/programs,  including  but 
not  limited  to  corresponding  with  the  public  and  licensees;  processing  applications  for 
licenses;  issuing  licenses  granted  by  the  boards/programs;  renewing  licenses;  requiring 
and  enforcing  continuing  education  credits  for  licensure  where  specified  by  law;  levying 
fines  under  jurisdiction  of  appropriate  boards/programs;  inspecting  businesses  where 
appropriate;  and  taking  minutes  of  board  meetings  and  hearings. 

The  Division  arranges  for  meeting  and/or  examination  facilities  for  each  board/program; 
administer  and  grade  examinations  where  required;  provides  legal  staff,  investigators  and 
inspectors  to  investigate  legal  infractions  upon  requests  from  the  boards/programs;  and 
initiate  disciplinary  actions  and  other  legal  actions  against  licensees  and  unlicensed 
practitioners.  These  administrative  support  functions  enable  the  boards/programs  to 
provide  effective  and  efficient  services  to  the  public. 

DIVISION  DESCRIPTION: 

A  Division  Administrator  directs  the  Division.  Two  Bureau  Chiefs  assist  the  Division 
Administrator.  The  Division  consists  of  five  work  units:  executive  directors/secretaries; 
program  specialists  and  administrative  support;  investigators/inspectors  and  an  auditor; 
automation;  and  legal.  The  Division  is  authorized  to  enter  into  independent  contracts  as 
needed  (i.e.,  technical  investigations/inspections,  compliance  auditing  and  impairment 
programs). 

A.  Executive  Directors/Secretaries  -  In  accordance  with  state  statutes,  the  Division 
employs  an  executive  director  for  the  Board  of  Nursing  and  the  Board  of  Outfitters. 
The  Division  employs  executive  secretaries  for  the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners, 


Board  of  Realty  Regulation,  and  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

B.  Program  Specialists/Administrative  Support  -  The  POL  support  unit  is  comprised  of 
employees  who  are  program  specialists,  licensing  certification  permitting  specialists, 
licensing  certification  permitting  technicians,  and  licensing  certification  permitting 
clerks.  This  unit  handles  administrative  duties  for  the  thirty-three  boards  and  five 
programs.  The  number  of  boards/programs  assigned  to  a  staff  member  depends 
on  the  complexity  and  workload  of  the  board/program. 

C.  Investigative/Inspection/Audit  -  The  investigative  unit  is  comprised  of  investigators, 
compliance  specialists,  an  auditor,  and  a  nurse  consultant.  The  investigators 
handle  various  complaints  for  the  boards/programs.  The  compliance  specialists 
perform  inspections/investigations  of  cosmetology  and  barbershops  and  electrical 
and  plumbing  license  checks;  an  auditor  performs  audits  for  the  Board  of  Realty 
Regulation;  and  a  nurse  consultant  provides  professional  assistance  to  the  Board 
of  Nursing. 

D.  Automation  -  The  automation  unit  consists  of  one  programmer  analyst  who  assures 
that  the  computer  system  remains  in  working  order;  develops  programs;  prints 
licenses,  labels,  and  lists;  and  trains  employees  on  the  use  of  automation 
equipment. 

E.  Legal  -  The  legal  unit  is  comprised  of  staff  attorneys,  a  paralegal,  and  legal 
secretaries.  The  legal  unit  is  responsible  for  providing  the  Division,  boards,  and 
programs  with  legal  representation  for  complaints,  adoption  of  rules,  hearings,  and 
court  cases.  The  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  employs  a  paralegal  and  the 
executive  secretary  is  an  attorney. 

F.  Board  Members  -  There  are  approximately  200  board  members  who  are  appointed 
by  the  Governor  to  serve  on  the  boards.  The  Division  issues  over  70,000  licenses. 
By  statutes  the  boards/programs  are  empowered  to  protect  the  health,  safety  and 
welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Montana;  adopt  njles  to  conduct  business;  set  procedures; 
discipline  peers;  evaluate  potential  licensees;  hold  oral  interviews;  evaluate 
continuing  education  programs;  hold  heahngs  for  disciplinary  action  and  work  in 
conjunction  with  associations  to  maintain  high  standards  of  excellence  for  the 
professions  within  the  state.

ACCOMPLISHMENTS  FOR  FISCAL  YEARS  1998-99 

FOR  THE 
DIVISION  OF  PROFESSIONAL  AND  OCCUPATIONAL  LICENSING 

BOARD  OF  ALTERNATIVE  HEALTH  CARE: 

After  formal  notice,  the  Board  adopted  regulations  allowing  for  the  licensure  of  out-of-state 
direct-entry  midwives  and  delineated  in  regulations  the  subjects  which  must  be  covered  in 
protocol  by  apprentice  midwives.  The  Board  created  fact  sheets,  license  summary 
information,  and  revised  applications  for  the  implementation  of  the  Division's  computer 
Web  Site.  This  site  allows  the  public  and  licensees  Internet  access  to  information  on 
Board  activities,  composition,  and  statutes  and  rules  pertaining  to  veterinary  medicine. 
Through  examination,  license  renewal,  continuing  education  requirements,  and  the 
complaint  process,  the  Board  continues  its  mission  to  protect  the  health  safety,  and  welfare 
of  the  people  of  Montana  by  ensuring  that  all  persons  practicing  or  commencing  to  practice 
as  naturopathic  physicians  or  direct-entry  midwives  are  qualified  and  competent. 

BOARD  OF  ARCHITECTS: 


The  Board  adopted  a  rule  that  implemented  a  biennial  renewal  process  for  licensed 
architects.  They  worked  with  the  Building  Codes  Division  in  an  attempt  to  address 
concerns  regarding  building  permits.  Implementation  of  a  continuing  education 
requirement  for  renewal  remains  under  consideration.  The  National  Council  of 
Architectural  Boards  (NCARB)  implemented  the  use  of  a  computer  based  licensing 
examination  that  allows  applicants  better  access  to  the  examination.  And,  the  Board  and 
NCARB  developed  Web  Sites  to  better  serve  the  public  and  licensees. 

BOARD  OF  ATHLETICS: 

The  Board  fully  reviewed  its  rules  and  determined  that  they  were  in  compliance  with  the 
National  Association  of  Boxing  Commissions'  rules.  A  Boxing  Officials  Training  Seminar 
was  hosted  by  the  Board  and  was  well  attended.  On  going  training  sessions  for  officials 
will  be  held  as  needed.  Chiropractors,  nurse  practitioners  and  physician  assistants  were 
added  to  the  list  of  providers  that  can  be  appointed  by  the  Board  as  ringside  physicians, 
who  are  allowed  to  perform  physical  examinations  on  the  contestants  at  semi-professional 
events. 

BOARD  OF  BARBERS 

The  Board  conducted  approximately  300  barbershop  inspections  for  each  fiscal  year. 
Inspection  report  forms  were  revised  to  directly  coincide  with  Board  laws  and  rules  as  well 
as  cited  them  on  the  inspection  form  to  better  inform  the  licensees.  All  Board  applications, 
student  registrations,  withdrawals,  hour  sheets  and  inspection  forms  have  been  revised 
and  updated  to  comply  with  Department  of  Commerce  standards.  The  Board  reviewed 
their  budget  and  increased  costs  as  well  as  declining  number  of  licensees,  noticed  and 
adopted  rules  to  increase  fees.  The  Board  members  attended,  each  fiscal  year,  the 
National  Association  of  Board  of  Barbers  of  America  Convention.  The  Board  of  Barbers 
approved  the  licensing  of  the  University  of  Montana's  barbering  curriculum  and  school. 


BOARD  OF  CHIROPRACTORS: 

The  Board  published  its  first  annual  newsletter.  In  an  attempt  to  provide  educational 
materials  to  the  general  public,  the  Board  also  developed  a  consumer  brochure  regarding 
professional  boundaries.  These  brochures  will  be  placed  in  the  offices  of  licensed 
chiropractors,  hospitals  and  various  health  care  facilities. 

BOARD  OF  CLINICAL  LAB  SCIENCE  PRACTITIONERS: 


The  Board  hosted  the  First  Annual  Meeting  of  the  National  Consortium  of  Clinical 
Laboratory  Practitioner  Regulation  in  Bozeman,  Montana  on  September  26-27,  1998. 
Representatives  from  four  other  state  regulatory  boards  were  present.  The  purpose  of  the 
consortium  was  to  compare  and  standardize  licensing  requirements,  to  share  information 
including  education  and  discipline,  and  to  promote  working  together  to  ensure  public 
health,  welfare,  and  safety. 

In  order  to  ensure  that  persons  performing  tests  were  properly  licensed,  the  Board  entered 
into  a  contract  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Radiologic  Technologists.  The  purpose  of 
the  contract  was  to  visit  the  facilities  where  laboratory  tests  are  conducted  to  ensure  that 
persons  running  the  test  were  properly  licensed. 

BOARD  OF  COSMETOLOGISTS: 

The  Board  of  Cosmetologist  conducted  several  rule  committee  meetings,  prepared 
significant  rule  changes  with  regard  to  public  safety,  sanitation,  facility,  schools  and 
curriculum.  The  Board  attended  the  National  Interstate  Council  of  State  Boards  of 
Cosmetology  Convention  in  1998.  The  Montana  Board  hosted  the  National  Convention 
in  Whitefish  in  August  1999.  Due  to  the  significant  increase  in  number  of  complaints  and 
compliance  with  Board  laws  and  rules,  the  Board's  screening  panel  reviewed  over  630 
cases  during  the  biennium.  All  Board  applications,  student  registrations,  withdrawals,  hour 
sheets  and  inspection  forms  have  been  revised  and  updated  to  comply  with  the 
Department  of  Commerce  standards.  Inspection  report  forms  where  revised  to  directly 
coincide  with  Board  laws  and  rules  as  well  as  cited  them  on  the  inspection  form  to  better 
inform  the  licensees. 

BOARD  OF  DENTISTRY: 


The  Board  of  Dentistry  continued  working  on  implementing  licensure  by  credentials  for 
dentists  which  is  currently  only  available  to  dental  hygienists.  An  additional  dental  hygienist 
position  was  added  to  the  Board's  composition  during  the  legislative  session.  The 
composition  of  the  Board  is  now  five  dentists,  two  dental  hygienists,  two  public  members 
and  one  denturist.  The  Board  approved  a  written  and  clinical  examination  for  denturitry 
licensure. 

BOARD  OF  FUNERAL  SERVICE: 


The  Board  donated  $10,000  to  the  Butte-Silverbow  County  to  help  defray  the  operating 
costs  of  the  Sunset  Memorial  Garden  Cemetery  in  Butte,  due  to  a  financial  default  by  the 
owner.     In  an  attempt  to  prevent  this  from  happening  in  the  future,  the  legislature  passed 


statutes  which  license  and  regulate  private  for  profit  cemeteries  in  the  state  of  Montana. 
New  rules  to  implement  this  legislation  were  adopted.  To  provide  consumer  information, 
the  Board  began  the  development  of  a  new  consumer  brochure  that  will  be  distributed  to 
various  funeral  related  service  businesses. 

BOARD  OF  HEARING  AID  DISPENSERS: 


Due  to  the  large  number  of  complaints  over  the  past  several  years,  the  Board  continued 
its  focus  on  consumer  awareness.  The  Board  developed  and  published  a  consumer 
brochure  designed  to  inform  consumers  of  their  rights  and  provide  consumer  awareness 
when  making  a  hearing  aid  purchase.  Additionally,  the  Board  began  developing  a  "model 
contract"  to  assist  dispensers  with  bringing  their  contracts  into  compliance  with  the  rules 
and  statutes  regarding  hearing  aid  sales. 

BOARD  OF  LANDSCAPE  ARCHITECTS: 


The  Board  sent  board  members  to  a  national  meeting  for  landscape  architects  state 
regulators.  This  meeting  afforded  the  members  the  opportunity  to  address  issues 
regarding  regulatory  management  of  landscape  architects,  exam  and  dues  fees,  minimum 
qualifications  for  education,  expehence  and  specialty  licensing.  The  Board  also  studied 
the  feasibility  of  changing  from  a  title  act  to  a  practice  act. 

BOARD  OF  MEDICAL  EXAMINERS: 


In  fiscal  year  1998,  the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  hired  an  additional  attorney  to 
prosecute  complaint  matters  and  process  the  backlog  of  filed  grievances.  The  Board 
approved  changes  to  the  structure  and  function  of  the  Physician  Assistant  Committee.  The 
Board  developed  rules  governing  resident  training  and  practice  in  Montana,  and  approved 
a  rule  change  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Nursing  regarding  prescriptive  authority  for 
advanced  practice  registered  nurses.  Board  members  and  representatives  attended 
educational  meetings  on  health  care  issues,  and  reported  their  findings  to  the  Board.  The 
Board  toured  the  International  Heart  Institute  located  at  St.  Patrick's  Hospital  in  Missoula, 
Montana.  The  Board  adopted  policies  for  the  submission  of  public  comment  during  Board 
meetings  commensurate  with  Montana's  public  meeting  laws.  The  Board's  two  Screening 
Panels  met  20  times,  reviewed  149  complaints,  and  issued  10  disciplinary  orders  against 
licensees. 

In  fiscal  year  1999,  the  Board  issued  position  papers  on  the  use  of  chaperones  during 
medical  examinations,  on  physician  prescribing  for  self  or  members  of  the  physician's 
immediate  family,  and  on  the  scope  of  tasks  for  emergency  medical  technicians  employed 
in  other  than  pre-hospital  settings.  The  Board  issued  a  memorandum  to  administrators  and 
state  surveyors  clarifying  the  roles  of  nurses,  certified  dietary  managers,  and  trained  dietary 
staff. 

The  Board  sponsored  the  passage  of  the  Telemedicine  Bill  (HB  399)  into  law,  with  an 
effective  date  of  October  1,  2000.  The  Board  also  supported  passage  of  the  Post- 
Graduate  Training  Bill  (SB  108)  into  law.  This  statute  changes  the  physician  licensing 
requirement  of  one  year  of  post-graduate  education  to  two  years  and  removes  the 
requirement  of  a  personal  Board-member  interview  with  applicants  for  temporary  licensure. 


effective  October  1 ,  2000.  The  Board  intends  to  draft  rules  for  the  implementation  of  these 
laws  within  the  next  year. 

The  Board  obtained  an  Attorney  General  Opinion  (48  Op.  Att'y  Gen.  No. 7)  stating:  (1)  if 
a  licensed  physician  wishes  to  represent  himself  or  herself  as  licensed  to  practice  the 
discipline  of  acupuncture,  the  physician  must  acquire  a  license  to  practice  acupuncture 
under  title  37,  chapter  13,  Montana  Code  Annotated,  and  (2)  a  physician  licensed  under 
title  37,  chapter  3,  Montana  Code  Annotated,  may,  as  part  of  his  or  her  practice  of 
medicine,  use  solid  needles  to  perform  therapeutic  modalities  without  first  acquiring  a 
license  to  practice  acupuncture  under  title  37,  chapter  13.  The  Board  also  sought 
consultation  from  the  Montana  Medical  Association  on  topics  of  mutual  concern,  including 
a  proposed  five-year  records  retention  rule,  laser  hair  removal,  and  the  scope  of  practice 
of  medical  students  and  physicians-in-training.  The  Board's  Screening  Panels  met  25 
times,  reviewed  195  complaints,  and  issued  thirteen  disciplinary  orders  against  licensees. 

BOARD  OF  NURSING: 


The  Board  eliminated  the  need  for  those  advanced  practice  registered  nurses  who  hold 
prescriptive  authority  to  submit  copies  of  controlled  substance  prescriptions.  This 
requirement  was  cumbersome,  and  had  the  potential  of  violating  patient  confidentiality. 

The  Board  changed  the  rules  for  LPNs  administering  IV  medications,  allowing  them  to 
access  and  flush  central  lines.  This  enhanced  patient  care  by  giving  the  LPN  more 
responsibility. 

The  Board  ruled  that  the  performance  of  Pap  smears  and  pelvic  examinations  using  a 
speculum  is  not  within  the  scope  of  practice  of  licensed  professional  nurses.  This  was 
meant  to  ensure  the  quality  of  assessment,  and  thus  enhance  public  safety. 

The  Board  ruled  that  performing  oxygen  saturation  levels  and  hemoglobin  assessment 
using  an  Avoximeter  is  within  the  scope  of  practice  of  a  licensed  professional  nurse.  This 
change  allowed  for  increased  access  to  the  testing  in  cardiac  catheter  labs. 

The  Board  ruled  that  management  of  analgesia  in  the  pregnant  woman  via  epidural 
catheter  is  in  the  scope  of  practice  of  the  registered  nurse  if  qualified  anesthesia  providers 
are  available. 

NURSING  HOME  ADMINISTRATORS: 


During  the  1999  biennium,  the  Board  conducted  a  review  of  the  application  forms  and 
updated  all  forms  to  reflect  changes  in  the  qualifications  for  licensure  as  a  nursing  home 
administrator  and  the  continuing  education  requirements.  Requests  for  approval  of 
continuing  education  courses  were  acted  upon  based  upon  the  relevance,  scope  and 
contemporaneous  nature  of  the  course  in  light  of  the  current  trends  in  quality  nursing  home 
administration. 

BOARD  OF  OCCUPATIONAL  THERAPISTS: 


The  purpose  of  the  Board  is  to  protect  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  consumer;  and 


to  assure  the  availability  of  occupational  therapy  services  of  high  quality  to  persons  in  need 
of  such  sen/ices. 

The  Board  sponsored  one  continuing  education  caravan  per  fiscal  year.   The  caravans 
were  well  received  by  the  licensees  as  a  means  to  obtain  quality  continuing  education. 
The  Board  received  good  comments  from  the  participants  who  took  advantage  of  these 
offerings. 

BOARD  OF  OPTOMETRY: 

The  Board  proposed  and  adopted  administrative  rules  to  comply  with  the  Montana 
Legislature's  passing  of  HB  85  in  the  1999  session,  which  allows  optometrists  to  treat 
glaucoma.  The  major  component  of  these  rules  was  to  state  that  an  optometrist  can 
prescribe  various  anti-glaucoma  drugs.  Members  of  the  Board  attended  the  International 
Boards  of  Examiners  in  Optometry's  annual  meeting.  They  had  the  opportunity  to  meet 
with  other  state  Board  members  and  discuss  regulation  issues,  program  plans  and  national 
trends  in  the  field  of  optometry. 

BOARD  OF  OUTFITTERS: 

The  Montana  Board  of  Outfitters  has  continued  to  develop  and  change  rules  and 
regulations  as  they  pertain  to  licensed  outfitters  and  guides  in  the  state.  New  rules  include 
Watercraft  ID,  Emergency  Guide,  and  Net  Client  Hunting  Use  (NCHU).  In  this  endeavor 
the  Board  has  held  quarterly  board  meetings  in  Helena  and  also  the  necessary  public 
hearings  to  gather  the  needed  comments  for  the  adoption  of  any  new  or  changed  rules. 
The  1995  Legislature  enacted  a  moratorium  on  hunting  outfitter  licenses  and  provided  a 
mechanism  to  review  expansion  of  hunting  operations.  These  two  issues  continue  to 
require  ongoing  review  and  monitoring  to  accomplish  the  task  at  hand  with  full  cooperation 
from  the  public,  other  government  agencies,  outfitters,  landowners  and  other  interested 
parties.  The  Board  received  recommendations  from  the  PLPWAC  pertaining  to  NCHU,  as 
well  as,  an  Attorney  General's  opinion  on  NCHU. 

A  Memorandum  of  Understanding  continues  between  the  Department  of  Fish,  Wildlife  and 
Parks  and  the  Board  of  Outfitters.  The  financial  assistance  is  to  help  insure  that  outfitters 
and  guides  are  adequately  contacted  in  the  field  by  fish  and  game  wardens  and 
undercover  operations  are  conducted.  This  cooperation  continues  to  provide  the 
necessary  mechanism  to  insure  ticketing  and  prosecution  of  illegal  activities  of  licensed 
and  unlicensed  individuals. 

The  Board  continues  to  process  complaints  from  the  general  public  and  other  government 
agencies  against  licensed  outfitters  and  guides.  The  Board  of  Outfitters  adopted  a 
standardized  list  of  penalties  for  violations.  The  Board's  legal  counsel  also  works  with  the 
proper  authorities  in  illegal  outfitting  cases  in  the  prosecution  of  these  individuals. 

BOARD  OF  PHARMACY: 


The  Board  of  Pharmacy  hired  a  .50  FTE  Pharmacy  Inspector  to  conduct  pharmacy 
inspections  and  investigations.  The  inspector  visited  all  certified  pharmacies  to  assure 
compliance  with  state  statutes  and  administrative  rules.  The  world  of  technology  made  it 


possible  to  administer  all  licensing  and  jurisprudence  examination  by  computer.  Thus 
allowing  applicants  to  test  at  their  convenience  in  multiple  locations. 

The  Board  of  Pharmacy  lost  a  great  asset  in  1999.  Mr.  Warren  Amole,  Jr.,  retired  from  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy's  Executive  Director  position  with  24  years  of  extraordinary  dedication 
and  service  to  the  pharmacists  and  public  of  Montana.  Warren  passed  away  shortly  after 
his  retirement  and  is  dearly  missed  by  the  Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing 
Division,  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  and  the  registered  pharmacists  of  our  state. 

BOARD  OF  PHYSICAL  THERAPY  EXAMINERS: 

The  Board  sent  representatives  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Federation  of  State  Boards 
of  Physical  Therapy.  The  Board  adopted  rule  changes,  which  increased  the  exam  fee  and 
made  it  payable  to  the  provider  directly,  re-established  temporary  licenses  for  PT  and  PTA 
exam  candidates  and  expanded  continuing  education  to  allow  for  book  or  journal  writings. 
The  Board  revised  its' jurisprudence  examination. 

BOARD  OF  PLUMBERS: 


The  Board  began  drafting  rule  changes  that  would  better  define  "  farm  or  ranch", 
"installation  of  water  conditioner  service"  and  "minor  work. "  Work  began  on  a  request  for 
an  Attorney  General's  Opinion  that  would  better  clarify  the  need  for  licensure  throughout 
the  State  of  Montana.  The  1997  legislature  authorized  a  second  compliance  specialist 
position  to  focus  on  ensuring  that  people  doing  plumbing  were  properly  licensed. 

BOARD  OF  PRIVATE  SECURITY  PATROL  OFFICERS  AND  INVESTIGATORS: 

The  Board  adopted  rules  changes,  which  clarified  the  type  of  firearm  that  can  be  carried 
by  a  security  guard  or  private  investigator,  employers'  responsibilities,  experience 
requirements  for  phvate  investigators  and  requirements  for  private  investigator  trainees. 
The  "Train  the  Trainer"  program  was  held  in  March  1998  and  March  1999. 

BOARD  OF  PROFESSIONAL  ENGINEERS  &  PROFESSIONAL  LAND  SURVEYORS: 

The  legislature  authorized  the  Department  to  hire  a  full-time  investigator  and  a  full-time 
licensing  clerk  for  the  Board.  The  Board  and  staff  provided  informational  presentations  to 
inform  the  public,  government  agencies,  and  the  licensees  of  the  requirements  for 
licensure.  The  Board  reviewed  many  existing  administrative  rules  and  proposed  changes 
specific  to  the  professional  conduct  and  licensee  seal  sections.  The  Board  worked  with 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  on  limits  for  when  a  professional  engineer  is 
required  for  design  of  sewage  treatment  systems.  Finally,  the  Board  has  drafted  proposed 
legislation  for  fire  sprinkler  protection  design  requirements  that  will  go  before  the  2001 
legislature. 

BOARD  OF  PSYCHOLOGISTS: 


The  Board  created  fact  sheets,  license  summary  information,  and  revised  applications  for 
the  implementation  of  the  Division's  computer  Web  Site.  This  site  allows  the  public  and 
licensees  Internet  access  to  information  on  the  Board's  composition,  statutes  and  rules 


pertaining  to  psychologists,  and  upconning  Board  meetings  and  rule  hearings.  After  formal 
notice,  the  Board  adopted  a  rule  requiring  a  minimum  of  one  year's  residency  at  the 
educational  institution  granting  the  psychology  doctoral  degree.  It  also  updated  continuing 
education  requirements.  The  Board  constituted  a  task  force  consisting  of  two  Board 
members  and  two  members  of  the  Montana  Psychological  Association  to  begin  work  on 
child  custody  regulations.  Through  examination,  license  renewal,  continuing  education 
requirements,  and  the  complaint  process,  the  Board  continues  its  mission  to  protect  the 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  Montana  by  ensuring  that  all  persons  practicing 
or  commencing  to  practice  as  psychologists  are  qualified  and  competent. 

BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  ACCOUNTANTS: 

The  Board's  mission  is  to  protect  the  public  by  ensuring  that  persons  issued  a  certificate 
possess  the  necessary  education,  skills,  and  experience  to  perform  competently  in  the 
profession  of  public  accountancy.  The  Board  maintains  and  enforces  the  highest  standards 
of  integrity,  dignity,  and  competency  for  those  practicing  the  profession.  The  Board 
currently  regulates  approximately  3,434  certificate  holders  and  596  offices. 

In  January  of  1998,  the  Board  promulgated  rules  to  include  failure  to  respond  to  the  board 
or  comply  with  board  orders  as  a  term  for  imposition  of  disciplinary  action. 

During  the  same  time  period,  the  Board  eliminated  the  upper  division  or  graduate  level 
education  requirement  for  business-related  courses  since  the  curricula  offered  by  many 
colleges  offers  fewer  than  24  credits  of  upper  division  business  courses.  The  Board  also 
instituted  an  examination  proctoring  fee  of  $100  for  out-of-state  exam  candidates,  since 
the  exam  vendor  now  charges  the  Board  for  these  candidates. 

The  Profession  Monitoring  Program  (PMP)  was  established  to  protect  the  public  from 
substandard  reporting  and  assist  practice  units  whose  reports  fall  below  professional 
reporting  standards.  The  Board  contracts  with  a  pool  of  qualified  consultants  to  conduct 
the  review  of  reports  submitted  under  the  program.  To  ensure  adherence  to  professional 
standards,  the  Board  also  amended  its  rules  to  require  firms  undergoing  peer  review  to 
submit  a  copy  of  that  report.  Various  fees  were  implemented  for  all  reports  submitted  to 
cover  program  costs.  During  the  1998  and  1999  programs,  187  reports  were  reviewed. 
Of  those,  74  did  not  conform  to  established  professional  standards.  Appropriate  action 
was  taken,  including  continuing  education  mandates,  investigations  and  formal  discipline 
to  re-educate  and  rehabilitate  those  practitioners  found  violating  professional  standards. 

In  FY  1999,  the  Board  amended  its  rules  to  allow  for  the  reactivation  of  a  revoked 
certificate  upon  meeting  specific  criteria.  The  Board  also  modified  rule  language  to  clarify 
inactive  status,  formerly  referred  to  as  certificate/maintenance.  The  Board  incorporated  a 
continuing  education  requirement  consisting  of  two  hours  of  specific  ethics  training  to  be 
obtained  as  part  of  the  120  hours  in  any  three-year  reporting  period. 

BOARD  OF  RADIOLOGIC  TECHNOLOGISTS: 


The  purpose  of  the  Board  is  to  protect  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  consumer  and 
to  assure  the  availability  of  radiologic  services  of  high  quality  to  persons  in  need  of  such 
senyices. 


The  Board  through  its  rulemaking  authority  Implemented  a  continuing  education 
requirement  of  the  Limited  Permit  Holder.  The  Board  determined  that  this  requirement  was 
necessary  to  ensure  continued  competency  for  the  limited  permit  holders. 

The  Board  has  the  contracted  services  of  an  inspector.  The  contract  provides  for 
performance  of  unannounced,  in  person  inspections  of  individuals  performing  radiology 
technology  procedures  in  the  State  of  Montana  to  determine  if  such  individuals  are 
complying  with  license  requirements  for  performance  of  such  procedures.  The  Board 
obtained  a  more  exhaustive  list  of  facilities  that  have  x-ray  equipment. 

BOARD  OF  REAL  ESTATE  APPRAISERS: 

The  Board,  in  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Commerce,  hired  a  general  certified  real 
estate  appraiser  to  assist  in  the  technical  review  of  education  courses,  investigation  of 
complaints,  and  the  monitoring  of  the  practice  of  licensed  and  certified  real  estate 
appraisers.  An  audit  process  was  initiated  wherein  licensed  and  certified  appraisers  are 
randomly  selected  and  requested  to  send  in  an  appraisal.  The  appraisals  are  reviewed  for 
compliance  with  the  Uniform  Standards  of  Appraisal  Practice.  The  program  is  designed 
to  be  educational  in  nature. 

The  Appraisal  Subcommittee  conducted  a  review  of  the  Board  and  the  appraiser  regulatory 
program  in  June  of  1999.  The  preliminary  report  indicated  three  areas  of  weakness  in  the 
program  including  complaints  not  being  resolved,  issuance  of  temporary  practice  permits, 
and  file  documentation. 

BOARD  OF  REALTY  REGULATION: 

The  Board  of  Realty  regulation  hired  two  additional  staff  during  the  FY98-99  biennium. 
Those  positions  were  the  part  time  Education  Director  and  the  permanent  Licensing 
Certification  Permitting  Tech. 

They  implemented  the  four-year  renewal  requirement.  Annual  continuing  education 
affidavit  reporting  and  auditing  was  implemented. 

A  taskforce  of  licensees  and  board  members  conducted  the  required  review  and 
amendment  of  the  board  rules.  Reciprocity  was  established  by  agreement  with 
Tennessee.  The  Continuing  Education  Caravan  was  again  offered  in  each  or  the  two 
years  of  the  biennium.  One  recovery  account  payment  was  made.  The  newsletter  was 
published  on  quarterly  basis. 

BOARD  OF  RESPIRATORY  CARE  PRACTITIONERS: 

The  purpose  of  the  Board  is  to  protect  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  consumer  and 
to  assure  the  availability  of  respiratory  care  services  of  high  quality  to  persons  in  need  of 
such  services. 

The  Board  approved  continued  annual  attendance  at  the  National  Board  of  Respiratory 
Care  State  Liaison  Meeting.  These  meetings  afforded  the  opportunity  to  address  issues 


regarding  the  national  examination  and  the  NBRC  national  disciplinary  databank.  The 
NBRC  test  development  issues  are  discussed  in  detail  at  this  meeting.  The  development 
process  is  outlined  for  the  examinations,  which  insures  that  the  tests  have  content  validity 
as  defined  by  accepted  professional  standards.  The  NBRC  is  the  national  credentialing 
agency  and  administers  the  examination,  which  is  required  for  state  licensure.  Any 
updates  regarding  the  mode  of  reporting  to  the  national  respiratory  care  disciplinary 
database  are  presented  at  the  NBRC  annual  meeting. 

BOARD  OF  SANITARIANS: 


The  purpose  of  the  Board  is  to  protect  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  consumer  and 
to  assure  the  availability  of  environmental  services  of  high  quality  to  person  in  need  of  such 
services. 

The  Board  continued  the  lending  library  in  conjunction  with  the  Montana  Environmental 
Health  Association  and  NEHA  study  guides  for  the  new  examination. 

BOARD  OF  SOCIAL  WORK  EXAMINERS  AND  PROFESSIONAL  COUNSELORS: 

During  the  last  biennium,  the  Board  of  Social  Work  Examiners  and  Professional 
Counselors  held  regularly  scheduled  board  meetings  a  total  of  seven  times  from  June  30, 
1 997  through  July  1 ,  1 999  and  published  one  newsletter  (vol.  2,  Issue  1  in  August  of  1 998). 
Board  members  represented  Montana  at  the  Association  of  Social  Work  Boards  annual 
meetings,  and  the  Association  of  State  Counseling  Boards  annual  meetings.  Also, 
Montana  was  represented  at  the  National  Board  of  Certified  counselor  examination 
workshop  in  July  of  1998.  The  Board  also  was  authorized  to  expend  $30,000.00  for  a 
continuing  education  grant  to  fund  several  continuing  education  programs  held  across  the 
State. 

BOARD  OF  SPEECH-LANGUAGE  PATHOLOGISTS  AND  AUDIOLOGISTS: 

The  purpose  of  the  Board  is  to  protect  the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  the  consumer;  and 
to  help  assure  the  availability  of  the  highest  possible  quality  speech-language  pathology 
and  audiology  services  to  the  communicatively  handicapped  people  of  this  state.  The 
public  has  the  right  to  expect  that  the  regulatory  agencies  will  operate  for  its  protection,  and 
that  licensees  will  be  qualified  to  practice  professionally  and  safely. 

The  Board  considered  the  rural  areas  in  Montana  and  the  requirement  for  fully  licensed 
supervision  of  aides  who  presented  with  BA  level  degrees  and  enrollment  in  a  Master's 
Degree  and  no  degree  registrants.  The  Board  revised  the  Aide  registration  form  to  include 
Aide  1 ,  Aide  2  and  Aide  3  with  appropriate  percentages  of  direct  and  indirect  supervision 
requirements  for  no  degree  aides,  BA  level  degree  aides  and  aides  who  are  currently 
enrolled  in  a  Master's  Degree. 

BOARD  OF  VETERINARY  MEDICINE: 

After  formal  notice,  the  Board  adopted  Support  Personnel  regulations  delineating  the 
functions  allowed  by  persons  who  assist  veterinarians  in  their  practice.  The  Board  adopted 
veterinary  prescription  rules  requiring  a  veterinary/client/patient/relationship  and  also  made 


rule  changes  to  allow  computer  continuing  education  credit.  The  adoption  of  veterinary 
medical  record  keeping  rules  was  completed  in  late  FY99.  The  Board  created  fact  sheets, 
license  summary  information,  and  revised  applications  for  the  implementation  of  the 
Division's  computer  Web  Site.  This  site  allows  the  public  and  licensees  Internet  access 
to  information  on  Board  activities,  composition,  and  statutes  and  rules  pertaining  to 
veterinary  medicine.  Through  examination,  license  renewal,  continuing  education 
requirements,  and  the  complaint  process,  the  Board  continues  its  mission  to  protect  the 
health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  Montana  by  ensuring  that  all  persons  practicing 
or  commencing  to  practice  as  veterinarians  or  embryo  transfer  technicians  are  qualified 
and  competent. 

BOILER  BLASTERS  AND  CRANE  OPERATORS: 

The  55"^  Legislative  Session  separated  the  fees  for  construction  Blasters  and  Crane 
Operator  renewals  and  new  licensing,  from  the  Boiler  Operator  licensing  fees.  This 
allowed  the  fees  from  the  Crane  Operators  and  Construction  Blasters  to  be  set 
commensurate  with  the  cost  of  operating  that  portion  of  the  Program.  Rule  changes  and 
adoption  took  place  on  February  13,  1998. 

CHEMICAL  DEPENDENCY  COUNSELORS: 

In  1997  legislation  was  passed  which  moved  Chemical  Dependency  Counselor 
Certification  from  Addictive  and  Mental  Disorders  to  the  Department  of  Commerce.  In  early 
1998  the  actual  physical  change  occurred  and  the  program  established  itself  with 
Professional  and  Occupational  Licensing.  Throughout  1998-99  the  program  was  devoted 
to  establishing  a  foundation  within  the  Department  of  Commerce.  The  Governors  office 
appointed  an  Advisory  Council.  Three  individuals  were  chosen  to  represent  private 
practitioners,  state  approved  programs  and  Native  American  programs.  Administrative 
rules  were  whtten  and  adopted.  And  finally,  screening  panel  members  were  appointed  to 
process  ethics  violations. 

In  1999,  legislation  was  proposed  which  increased  the  education  requirements  for 
Chemical  Dependency  Counselors.  Perhaps  too  much  to  fast  summanzed  the 
profession's  attempt  to  raise  standards.  The  bill  failed  in  committee. 

FIRE  PREVENTION: 


The  55'"  Legislative  Session  amended  the  Fire  Prevention  Program  statute  to  include  the 
definitions  that  were  in  rule.  The  ARM  was  amended  to  reflect  changes  allowing  "a 
candidate  for  NICET  11"  to  be  endorsed  without  completed  NICE  II  certificate.  These  rule 
changes  and  adoption  took  place  on  February  13,  1998. 

STATE  ELECTRICAL  BOARD: 

The  Board  began  the  process  of  drafting  rule  changes  that  would  better  define  the 
definition  of  full-  time  employment  as  it  relates  to  electhcal  contracting.  A  multi-state 
reciprocity  agreement  with  nine  western  states  was  discussed  and  the  matter  was  tabled 
pending  further  research  into  the  possibility  of  considering  applications  for  licensure  based 
upon  the  credentials  of  the  applicant.     It  was  tabled  until  the  issue  of  reciprocity 


agreements  was  addressed  by  the  55*^  legislature.  The  board  participated  in  a  multi-state 
reciprocity  meeting  in  Wyoming  to  discuss  the  agreement  and  determine  what  the 
requirements  were  in  the  nine  surrounding  states.
